men, with thousands of others, many
of whom are ‘old maids' are engaged
in worka of love and deede of merey.
They ean enxily ondure the jibes, enoors
and Innuendoes of witless seribllers,
and thely memorles will be kept In nf-
fectlonate remembrance by those of the
pregent and fature generations long af-
ter those who pretend to taunt them
for belng ‘old malds’ are dead and for-
gotten,.

in terror under her philiples In the
progs,  Hut =ere has heen no more not-
phle example of the class than Phila-
delphia furnished the country thirty
yveors ago, Intclicet, courige, ambi-
tion, the genlus of oratory, sympathy
with the down-trodden, the power of
digputation with men and zoal to break
down the barriers of nature were the
featuree of her earcer. Bhe waa the
perfect specimen of the dgitator, and
no man surpagsad her In the aptitudes,
Nor hag any reformer in petticoats ever
been heralded with so lively a flourlsh
of trumpets as announced the advent
of this evangel of “a new womanhood."
Ehe wes young, not uncomely, intoer-
eeting, cloquent and filled with the im-
pulue of peconztiructing In the unlverse,
For many years no woman in the
United ®tater had more distinetion,
more attention from men of Intellect,
and so much capaclty for earning
money with tongue and pen. To-day
at not more than fAfty-four yeara of
nge, ghe emerges from her poverty and
ohscurity In a Penns:lvania town to
harry in the eourta Jhe doctor who
committed her to an 1j1mnt: asylum,
and who thoreby revealed to the world
whnt gomoe had long before suspected
In the once superb Intellect of Anna
Dickinson. o

In the days of her strength and the
flush of her enthusiasm she was o fe-
male Wendell Phillips in her oratory on
the platfortn. Few men on the political
Flump were mors effective in the ser-
viee of the Republican party thangshe
wasg down to the time of the Grant nod
Gireely campalgn. When M. 8. Quay
wias made chalrman of the Natlonal
committee, in 1588, he placed Anna—by
that time ruined of her stage fever—
among his liste of star spell-binders
ehe waa o fallure and embroiled the
chalrman in litigntion. e only re-
membered her for what she had been,
cpecially, no doubt, In the days when
ghe took the stump for his friend and
patron, Governor Curtin, In whose ser-
vice Quay was then a private secre-
tary, end went into the coal reglons
and  other Democratle strongholds
where  Republican  miaslonaries  In
Pennsylvania at that time were likely
to be run out of town or treated to a
shower of brick-bats. The lecture fleld,
however, was her supreme domaln, 8he
had the faculty of impressing upon her
hearers the pleture of a clear-headed
and exalted woman, aglow with the
fame of moral righteousness, and yet
not wholly angular or bloodless or de-
vold of the graces. Her “Juanne of
Are,” the ideal of her young woman-
hood In the tempest and fury of aboll-
tlen and war, was probably her most
napular theme, Fut her mont search-
ing, scathlng and cogent lecture was
one which she delivered here a few
years before the time when the pagsion
for the footlights overcame her, and In
which she took up, under the title of
“The Boolal Evil,"” humanity's old prob-
lem, which had just then been project-
ed into publie notlce by the adoption in
St Louls In a loose way of the Burop-
onn gystem of license and locallzation,
[ do not recall that Miss Dickinaon waa
aver successful in sugpesting remedles
for the problems she took up. Her
strength lay rather in denouncing evils
and In pleturing them with words that
hurned Into the moral sense llke scorch-

drain pnidl turn the rlee earefully on n
towel, spread It outl and roll the towel
from side to slde until the rice s free
from molsture, Whip one pint of eream,
put in @ basln, plece basin in 4 pan of
cracked fee; add two-thirds of u cup of
powderad =ugar, n teaspoonful of vanilia,
and, If you nsi wine, four tablsspoontuls
of wherry, Add earefully the rice. Stand
the gelatine aver the teakettle untll dis-
solvedd; straln It Inlo the cream and stir

Question—-Kinlly glve me the best rules
to follow concerning digt, sleep and exers
clee for one who wishes to undergo a
course of hard study,

Answer—Your divt should conslst of
bheef, mutton, chlokeén, turkey, fish, oys-
ters, pons, beans, graham bread and but-
tor, egns, milk (2 quart or more ever?r thay)
nll sorts of fresh vegetables and frults;
little or no potatoes, oatmeal or rice, Ie
gin the day with a good breakfast, frult—
un orunge, grupes, other seasonable frult;
then eat broiled beef or chop, an egg In
any palatable form, a baked potato, n cup
of coffee and a glass or two of milk. 1f
hungry beforo luncheon drink a glass or
two ug milk, For luncheon, hot roup or
hot checolate, tonsled white bread, fruit
and milk will answer, Two glasses of
milk or any wuirm preparation such as
stew,baked sweet polato—baked bananp—
docs vory well for the midday meal, The
evenlng meal should be a dinner—meats
or fish and vegetables. Btudents need ex-
pecially to begln und close the day with a
very substantial meal, If not possible to
have a varicty of foods to select from one
can make up the laek by taking milk--
three guarts of milk overy day will feed
ond nourlsh one comfortubly, Drink wa-
ter two quaris dally, Bleep ten hours out
of the twenty-four—inke ngpa through the
day If thora be an opportunity., Take a
bath from head to fool every day—a ribs
bing oft with bath mittens, wuter and
soap~--get Into the Lub but once eve
week, [Tep hot water If you tuke the ru
off ut night—coal water, as It runs from
the faucet If upon rizing In the morning.
